"The sehool hu aPaeolty of sevea teachara, 
aad over 300 popila. The fast that over 
f 3,000 tuition :< collected shows the eager- 
neaa of the young people to receive the bMt 
adaeatioa. 

"The Presbytery dedicated u r.ew Girla" I'or- 
. tory. wbiob bu coat over $40,000, the gift 



ainioBt eniirely of Mr. John A. Simpson of 
Coviogtoa. It ia plaead oa a lofty plateaa 
overloohiag the vallay.
